Til®  birth  rats  in  Todmordsn  was  con®  ii  tent ly  .low  in  tht  period 
from  1950  imtil  but  s,ines  th®a  there  has  a  ?slight  inerea 

The  rat.®  for  w-as  15*2  par  thousaM  popixlatiom  which  is  similar 
to  ths  rat«  for  the  preuiou®  three  y^ar©*  Although,  this  is  abov® 
ararag®  for  the  Borough j,  it  iis  still  low  wh®n  compared  with  tht 
national  l®v‘©3,o  Tht  infan.t  mortality  rate  i®  bastd  on,  ¥®ry  Miall 
riuffiberg  an,d  th@re.for-@  fluctuates  widely  from  y®ai’  to  ysar*  Howsvtrj, 
for  th®  second  iuca®s®i¥©  ytar^  this  rat®  has  bt^n  rsmarkafoly  low; 
this  ii  ¥try  encouraging  in  an  industrial  ar«a  and  rtfltct®  great 
credit  on  all  concirned  with  thi  htalth  and  wilfar#  of  sioth®rs  and 
young  children. 

The  d«ath  rate  was  15,^  which  was  hightr  than  th®  birth  rat®., 
as  indeed  it  has  bftn  for  13  of  th®  past  19  years,  Th®  rat©  for 
dlsiasss  of  th®  hsart  and  circulation  was  sxciptioEally  highp  and 
the  gr^satfst  ssSngl®  eaust  of  d«ath  coronary  disease  ^ 
causssd  77  QtathSp  15  of  which  ¥®r®  und^r  tht  agt  of  b5  ysar^, 

Th®  rate^’  for  cancer  was  also  abnormally  high  in  1965 »  ajid  th® 
niimbisr  of  de-ardi®  due  to  oancer  of  the  lung  ihowsd  ai,  alarming 
incrfa®#  to  15s  which  8  w@r®  und^r  65  years  of  ag®, 

•Measles  was  again  prf^altnt  and  a  furtfetr  60  ca§e« 
notified.  Vaccination  against  this  di@§&..se  was  o.ff@red  to  on#  ag# 
group  in  196'^-  m  &  scheme  by  the  Medical  Rastarch  Council 

aiid  this  year  the  remainder  of  uhe  children  who  had.  :v0gist®r@d 
racaired  their  two  dos@£  of  iraocina  as  supplies  w^rs  m.ads  available 
There  wtm  a  good  response j,  but  we  shall  now  have  to  wait  uni-il  the 
re^vdts  of  the  foilow-up  investigations  have  been  assessed  before 
embarking  on  a  morft  comprehend ivs  progx'amm#.  In  th®  meantimtp 
vac'^ine  aTailabXe  through,  th®  Exeeutiv®  Gcuncil”®  servicii®  for 
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any  child  who®©  doctor  rseomiafnds  proteetion  agsJjiit  !g®aBX8@« 

In  th©  springy  th®  Health  Department  started  to  rtc«rft 
notifications  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  fsisd  it  toon  became 
apparent  that  there  mi  a  considerable  numbar  of  eases  of  Somi# 
dysentery  in  the  diatricto  Despite  stris-gant  preea^tion® j  there 
was  a  rapid  spread  in.  som®  infant  class©!  and  also  to  family 
contact®.  In  all.  308  cases  were  notified;,  a.nd.  thi  department 
inirestigatfd  44b  persons  of  whom  199  were  confirmed  a.§  casss  of 
dysentery  and  a  further  3  were  found  to  bt  harbouring  food- 
poisoning  organisms  (Salmoatlla  typhi-murium) ,  Restructions 
¥@re  placed  on  school  childrtn  who  wsre  infseitd,  and  a.lso  on 
food  haiidltrs  who  x^tre  ablt  to  claim  compensation  for  loss  of 
earnings  from  the  Council,  NeverthelesSj  this  outbreak  persisted 
for  some  three  months  and  casts  ¥®r©  reported  from  almost  e-*r@ry 
school  and  t¥©ry  part  of  the  Borough,  One  result  has  been  that 
th©  Health  Department  i.®  requested  to  in^estigat®  casei  of  s'ai- 
pectfd  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  very  frequently-^  and  it  ii 
hoped  that  by  co-op®rating  with  family  doctor!  in.  thi®  way  w®  may 
be  able  to  present  a  f-urthax*  o'atbreak  of  this  magnitude. 

In  thif  district  a  considerablt  proportion  of  household.®  use 
untreated  farm-bottled  milk.  In  the  past  twenty  yta.r§.  there  has 
been  a  dramatis  fall  in  tuberculoiii  axvdj  in  pi,rtic'alar ^  tub®rou- 
iosi®  in  children  which  -was  frequently  ajsooiattd  with  milk-bom*^ 
infection.  In  1949,  32^  of  oui'  8-year  old  children  reac'btd  to  a 
skin  test  which  indicated  contact  with  tuberculoiis ,  but  by  I965 
this  figur®  had  fallen  to  3^  and  leriai  testing  showed  a  very 
small  rate  of  mw  infsetion.  This  -very  satis faetory  state  of 
affair®  has  bf®n  brought  about  by  th®  eradiation  of  the  distaise 
in  cattl®  and  th®  eff active  co.nt.rol  and  treatment  of  oas©®.  We 
are  now  turning  our  attention  .more  and  more  to  another  milk-born® 
diseas® 5  brucellosis.  In  1965,  the  Health  Department  submittid 
141  samples  of  milk  for  t® sting  and  only  3  ga'v®  -pcsitiv#  reialt® 
on  culture.  The  producers  were  given  assistance  in  find'ing  the 
infected  animals  which  x^ere  then  disposed  of.  Inttnsi¥«?  sampling 
is  giving  good  but  it  cannot  guarant©®  that  a  diitrle-t 

or  a  herd  is  free  from  brucella  infection  and  is  therefore  no 
substi-tute  for  an  official  eradication  icheme.  Ho  cass  of 
brucellosis  was  reported  during  the  year. 

A  considerable  axsoxint  of  time  wa®  devoted  'to  th#  investigation 
and  sampling  of  water  supplies  thro-oghout  the  aistriet.  Many  ^axt.® 
of  the  town  still  .rely  on  private  water  supplj.©!^  being  reroot© 
from  th®  niains  or  too  high  for  gravity  feed  from  the  I’aservoiri, 
More  than  half  tht  samples  shox-jed  evidence  of  pollution.^  'asxA.a.lfy 
from  lack  of  mainttnanc*  and  failure  to  xiitan  t»n,k©.  Goiitamirxatioa 
with  lead  ii  a  long-standing  problem  her®  bacauae  the  upland 
surface  water  is  very  acid  in  reaction.  Once  again  several 
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supplies  war-s  fo’ind  to  ha'?®  appreciable  qiiantitlsst  of  lead  in 
both  th?.'  <)0‘eTiiight  .ind  half -hour  samples  ^  a3:id  action  wass  'taken  to 
ensur-t'  ‘tb.av  ..ho  water-  'was  neutralised  by  'bht  addition  of  limestoa@j, 
and  CDusi'aB'iOr®  were  advised  that  water  should  .always;  be  run  to  waste 
for  a  .short  time  before  being  used  for  drinking  purpcsevfs  Thare 
xms  no  evidence  of  lead  poisoning  during  the  year<, 

The  Council  is  making  steady  progress  with  its  'prograjaiii#  for 
smoke  control  ia  Todaordea  and  in  1965  the  fourth  order  was  co.a<= 
firmed.  When  this  is  Impiamented  a  total  of  1708  dwtllings  v/ili 
be  affected  and  a^Lmost  one  quarter  of  the  Borough  will  b®  in  a 
smoke  control  area.  Daily  recordings  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
have  been  carried  out  at  the  Health  Department ^  near  the  town 
centre,  since  19^1 «  These  show  a  steady  dveciine  3.n  the  amount  of 
smoki  year  by  year  3  but  little  change  in  the  auljjhur  concentrations 
so  far. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  house®  co.ntijiutd;  repreientations  wert 
submitted  in  respect  of  133  houses^  and  II3  w®re  demolished.  In 
1965  the?®  was  -a  oonsid®rabl«  number  of  §.mpty  houses  In  artat 
taken  for  clearance ^  and  a  large  proportion  of  those  displaced 
ware  able  to  find  their  own  accommodation^  'with  the  result  that 
the  council  only  rehoused  22  fasiiliss.  from  clearanc®  proptrty,  ill 
too  often  ws  find  familiss  moving  from  on®  substandard  house  to 
another  only  to  find  that  it  also  is  scheduled  for  elearanee,  Th© 
time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  supply  of  thage  poor  houses  will 
becoffis  exhausted  and  th@  council  will  have  to  fact  up  to  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  rehousing  the  great  majority  of  those  who  art  dis¬ 
placed  , 

The  demand  for  improvement  grants  continues  and  over  100  of 
these  schim®^  ar®  approved  each  y«mr,  Tlie  cotmcil  gives  as  mush 
encoui’age.ment  a®  possible  to  the  improvement  of  lomd  old  property 
•which  is  capa.bi#  at  being  modtrnised  and  requested  a.  roj'^vty  o.'f  a 
typical  area  ia  1965o  The  area  chosen  wat  repr'estn'feativ^s  of  b, ousts 
built  some  70  yeax's  ago  and  consisted  of  tsrraces  of  both  through 
housts  aiid  baok-to-backs,  Detaili  of  th®  findings  are  oiit  in 
tht  Ch.i#f  Public  Health  Iiispsctor'’s  report j  but  two  poi!3t..f  ars 
significan.t  o  Only  12  of  the  101  houses  had  all  the  flvt  basis 
ameEitl®^  and  yetj  because  two  houses  out  of  thret  imm  owiXisr- 
occupied j  the  council  cannot  consider  this  as  an  ’^Imprsv-smifrAt  Area** 
under  the  existing  Itgislation, 

Tht  ehiropod'y  service  which  was  inaugux's.ted  by  th^  Todme-rdfa 
l^etdy  Sick  Fuad.,  continutd  as  a  Co'unty  Goui’^eil  service  and  va.% 
gTsatly  appreciated.  In  th®  course  of  the  y^arj  607  patients 
received  3293  treatments  at  the  clinic  oz"  in  tlw  chiropodists* 
surgeritSs  and  a  fxirthsr  1.37  patients  who  could  not  attend 
recei'ved  896  treatments  at  home. 
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Whilst  ®¥ery  effort  is  mad®  to  htlp  old  psopl«  to  livg 
indtptndently  in  thtir  own  horn®®  by  th®  provision  of  special 
housing j  supfrvision  by  wardens  and  health  visitors^  and  asist^ 
ance  by  horn®  helps  ^  home  nurses j,  and  meals  on  wheels j  sometimes' 
this  is  not  enoughj  and  arrangements  have  to  b©  mad®  for  resi¬ 
dential  care  or  admission  to  hospitalo  ^fortunately  th©  number 
of  places  available  in  old  peoples  homes  falls  very  far  short  of 
the  demand  but  the  council  ha®  now  agreed  to  allocat®  a  sit®  for 
a  second  home  in  the  Borough  which  will  help  to  alleviate  the 
position.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  HOSPITALS 

Tb,®rf  is  BO  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden 
Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  ar®  referred  a.a  &  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Mfanage- 
ment  Comraitte®  (National  Health  Senrict),  Included  in  this  group  ’’ 
are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital j  th©  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St, 
Johii’’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmordsn  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long 
stay  medical  cases  in  children)  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hosp¬ 
ital  (for  mentally  subnormal  patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  awailabl®  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mother!  expsctjng 
their  first  child  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  horn®  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (s.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospital®,  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  ax’ea  ar® 
available  when  required.  Th®y  ar®  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
so-called  ”L®eds  Hospital  Region**  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  thre® 
Ridings , 

B,  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot 
at  Stansfield  Road,  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  the  end  of 
1965  of  a  Station  Officer,  sixteen  full-time  Driver-Attendants,  a 
Clerk/Telephonist,  and  five  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers  Tod- 
morden  Borough,  part  of  Hebden  Royd  U,D.  area  and  the  Hepton  Rural 
District, 

C ,  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  La/boratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Haalth) 
at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  and  by  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds, 

D.  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TOXIN  ETC.  | 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available 
at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for 
issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also 
kept  at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  use  of  local  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Division,  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge  to 
private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West 
Riding  County  Council ts  scheme  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  the  approved  arrangement®.

One  dweilinghoust  =■  13  Canteen  Street,  Lydgate  was  the 
subject  of  a  Closing  Order, 

As  a  result  of  objections  being  aade,  local  public  enquiries 
were  held  in  connection  with  the  Todnorden  Ward  (NOel9)  and  Waisden 
Ward  (WO0I2)  Clearance  Areas,  both  of  which  were  dealt  with  by 
means  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders, 

The  following  Clearance  Orders  and  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  were  confirmed  during  the  year  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  GoTernment:"® 

Todmorden  ^ard  (Hoo20),  Todmorden  Ward  (No<,24),  Walsden 
Ward  (NOold),  Walsden  Ward  (Nooll)  and  Central  Ward  (NOsS)  Clearance 
Orders,  Borough  of  Todmorden  Compulsory  Purchase  (N0o3)  Order  l%4e 
(Todmorden  Ward  NO0I9  Clearance  Area), 

155  persons  comprising  63  families  were  digplaced  from 
houses  in  Clearance  Areas  during  the  year,  and  22  familits  were 
re=hous@d  into  Council  owned  dwellings , 

In  addition  to  the  houses  dealt  with  as  Clearanc#  Areas, 
sic,  as  pr®¥iously  mentioned,  13  houses  were  inspected  and  various 
defects  were  found  such  as  leaking  roofs,  defective  chimney  stacki, 
dampness  and  defective  plasterwork,  and  owners  were  requested  by 
informal  notices  to  carry  out  the  necessary  repaim.  Repairs  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  7  houses » 

IMPRQfEMENT  GRANTS  AID  STANDAHB  GRANTS 

Applications  and  enquiries  for  Improvement  Grants 
continued  to  be  made  throughout  the  year,  and  18  houses  were 
inspected  for  this  purpose. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  mads  th# 
Standard  Grant  obligatory  on  all  Local  Authorities  subject  to  thi 
installation  of  the  following  five  amenities:- 

(1)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom , 

(2)  Wash-hand  basin, 

(3)  Hot  water  supply, 

(4)  Water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to  the  dwelling, 

(5)  Satisfactory  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food.
